them trad they counted upon his sup­ 
port In defeating this provision for 
the control of the issue of securities 
by interstate carriers. 
They did not 
count in vain. 
With Mr. Taft’B knowledge and con­ 
nivance, they arranged a doal with the 
Democratic opposition iu tbe senate 
whereby they not ouly struck from tbe 
bill this provision which wns In ac­ 
cordance with the Republican platform 
and tbe ninny speeches of Mr. Tuft’s 
campaign, but they stopped tho further 
efforts of tho real progressives in tbe 
senate to make tbe railroad bill, of 
which this provision was u part. a 
genuinely effective nnd valuable meas­ 
ure. Then they inserted in tbe bill aa 
a sop to tiio public clamor for real 
legislation a provision for tbe appoint­ 
ment of a commission which was to de­ 
termine not tho method by which the 
government was to exeriee Its right to 
control tbe issuo of securities by inter­ 
state carriers, but whether or not the 
government had such power. Tbe ap­ 
pointment of this commission was a 
stultification of the Republican plat­ 
form and of every speech Mr. Taft had 
made in support of that platform. 
It 
was fair notice to tbe whole country 
that from that day forward no faith 
or credence could be given by the 
country to any declaration of any Re­ 
publican platform upon which Mr. 
Taft might bo running for office. 
But now, In the face of this Incon­ 
trovertible fact, nnd of scores more of 
exactly similar purport and effect. Mr. 
Taft lins the effrontery to stand before 
a public audience and denounce Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt nnd present himself lq 
tbe attitude of the one who lins the 
right to feel aggrieved. 
It Is an as­ 
tounding exhlblton of willingness to 
deceive the people of the country In 
tbe offer* to secure office.
